The Yueh area appear: to he a aort. of local 
Tibet, and the phratre, for it is little more 
in point of size, ta be as conservative and 
exclusive ag it is persistently virile. One 
estimate counts on £00,000 Yueh, but in a 
couple of hundred miles of area, mostly 
upended to the skies, the number may weil 
he less. They marry their namesakes, 
these most un-Chinese people, and they 
have no ruling tyrant, no dishonest officials, 
{o vex them. When human frailty starts a 
tangle that the “ good old rule and simple 
plan” will not settle, a parliament of old 
men sits, diseusses, and adjudicates, They 
are miners and manufacturers, rather than 
i firmers, though they cultivate a kind of 
fet, andl Tamboo shoots, Thev are alse 
expert lumberers. If they have a currenes 
at all it is salt, which they purchase dearly 
trem the Chinese of the placus. They are 
supposed ta ba cousins of the ethnoloyic 
reinnant inhalitiog the mountains of Eai- 
nan, and in some characteristics are not far 
removed from the Formosan aborigines.
